Views of the federal agents were 


sought In the face 
of 
criticism 


that Texas motorists annually pay 
$21,000,000 to the government, re- 
ceive back only $8,250,000 a year 
in federal 
aid for 
participation 


with the State Highway Depart- 
ment In constructing new roads 
and bridges in response they cited 
these points: 


All of the federal taxes collect- 


ed, whether for gasoline, oil, on a 
new car or tire, are poured Into 
the general fund of the treasury 
and are not "earmarked" for any 
particular purpose. Not one cent 
is imposed with the understand- 
ing it should 
return eventually 


for Improvement of highways. 


Federal highway aid by the WPA 


to states depends on the amount 
appropriated by Congress for the 
purpose. Economy-minded legisla- 
tors provided 'only $135,000,000 for 
the roads administration 
In 
the 


1940 
fiscal year, compared with 


$200,000,000 in each of the two 
previous years. 


Highways is Texas as In other 
states have been improved much 
in the past few years by federal 
financial assistance through 
the 


Works 
Projects 
Administration 


and the public works administra- 
tion . . . Appropriations by Con- 
gress to these agencies came from 
the same general fund Into which 
gasoline and

(WPA 
records 
disclosed that 


Texas had received $19,098,000 in 
the flacal year ended June 30, 1940, 
for federal participation 
in pro- 


jects costing $29,530,000 for ' the 
improvement of roads, highways, 
streets, bridges and roadside im- 
provements.) 


Federal taxes are levied as near- 


ly as possible to the source. Re- 
fineries in Texas are asgessd gas- 
lolne taxes far in excess of 
the 


amount actually paid out by mo- 
torists in the state. (Internal rev- 
enue records showed gasoline tax 
collections from the two federal 
collection districts which comprise 
Texas totaled $23,782,000 in the fis- 
cal 
year 
ended June 
30,1639.) 


Michigan manufacturers pay out 
the taxes on the new car sold in 
Texas, where' the tax 
has 
been 


passed on as a part of the regu- 
lar purchase price of the vehicle. 


Consequently, officials of neith- 


er the PRA nor the revenue bu- 
reau had data on how much In 
taxes the motorists of any Individ- 
ual state contribute for the pleas- 
ure 
of driving their

During the 1D40 fiscal year fed- 


eral taxes related

try, $376,822,009. About 8 per cent, 
or $228,186,671, was collected at 1 
per cent per gallon of gasoline. 
This now has been increased to 
11-2 cent. New cars and motor- 
cycles accounted for $59,351,199 of

sales,

The RAF continued to carry the 


An 
RAF communique said 100 Italian 
arplanes on the ground at Benina

bombed yesterday 


and that several were restroyed 
and others badly damaged. 


Attacks were also made on Tim- 


nl and Martuba as well as Gazala, 
in addition to raids on Bengasi 
and Tobruk. In Hie Bengasi attack 
four or five ships in the harbor 
were hit, the communique said, and 
a number of fires started. 


The RAF announcement said the 


Italian planes at. Gazala had been 
damaged by low-flying dive-bomb- 
ing attacks. 


"This Is the explanation for the 


weakness of the enemy opposition 
during the first two days of the 
battle," It added. 


The statement said that Fascist 


air opposition on Jan. 3 practically 
was negligible, but increased on 
Jan. 5 when 19 Italian planes wera 
destroyed as against the loss of 


one British fighter and on* bomb- 
er. 


The British offensive today en- 


tered its second month with tha 
mechanized army of the Nile en- 
circling Tobruk after a 
125-mile 


drive across the desert. 


The Hoyal Air Force reported 


no evidence of any Italian attempt 
to 
reinforce Tobruk as British 


patrols straddled the coastal road 
to the west. 


Military circles here likened the 


garrison defending the Libyan port 
to a "sitting bird" awaiting tha 
hunter's shot. 


Value of Acrinl Support,

statement, reviewing the siege of 
Bnrdia, said today: 


"The fall of
